The robbers entered with drawn 
revolvers and overcoat collars 
pulled high, to conceal their faces.

The robbers appeared 
between 26 and 36 vears old. 


WILL SELL ORIGINAL SCORE 
OF WAGNER'S ‘DAS RHEINGOLD’ 


First Draft in Composer’s Own 
Hand Thought to Be Only 
One tn Existence. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 28.—Rich- 
ard Waener’s original score and 
libretto of “Das Rheingoid”™ will be 
offered for sale April 26, at the 
American Art Galleries. It is the 
property of Dr. Kurt Lehman of 
New York and Munich. a collector. 

The document is thought to be 
the only original Wagner score and 
libretto now in the United States 
and the only one of “Das Rhein- 
gold” in Wagner’s own hand in ex- 
istence anywhere. A_ score pre- 
sented by the composer to King 
Ludwig Tl] of Bavaria has disap- 
peared from the royal archives. 

This first draft. written in pen- 
cil on both sides of 186 leaves. 
bears on the last page the inscrip- 
tion “R. W.. 26 Mai, 1854."—The 
day on which Wagner completed 
the first opera of the Ring cycle. 
The original was given by him to 
his friend. Karl Klindworth. whose 
gSrandaughter married Wagner's 
son, Siegfried. It was sold to a 
eollector in 1903.

I[f 
the matter was editorial, it went 
to William J. Cameron, editor. 
“We do not recognize ‘personal’ 
mail.”” Black said. 
One of the six 
took shorthand notes during 
argument. 
“Mr. Black, you referred to E. 
G. Leibold (personal secretary to 
Henry Ford), as the general man- 
ager of the Independent Publish- 
ing Co., is there anyone over him 
in authority?” asked Gallagher.

“Who ts that?” “Henry Ford.” 

The defense asked the answer be 
struck out but Judge Raymond 
permitted it to stand. 

Black said W. G. McCall was

“Was anyone previously appoint- 
ed to investigate the course of the 
articles in the Independent regard- 
ing the Jews, other than Dunn, the 
writer?” asked Gallagher.

Judge Rules Out Letters. 
The trial stopped while Gal- 
lagher tried unavailingly to get in- 
to the record a long series of let- 
ters. 

He did not tdentify them as he 
showed them to Black and they 
were passed to Judge Raymond 
who read them and ruled them 
out. 

“On Friday we were talking 
about a memorandum left you by 
Peteet. 

It was not among Black’s papers 
and the Judge saved the day by 
pulling it from some manuscripts 
on his desk.

Warning Sent to Ford. 


Gallagher read a letter written 
to Henry Ford Sept. 9, 1924, by 
Peteet, calling his attention to at- 
tacks on co-operative marketing 
by the Independent. It termed 
untrue statements printed by the 
weekly and said it was strange 
Ford should appear to sanction an 
attack on a movement intended to 
accomplish for agriculture what 
Ford was doing for industry. 

Judge Raymond warned the jury 
the letter had no bearing on the 
question of malice on the part of 
Ford, but was merely to establish 
his knowledge of the articles. 

“The letter does not establish 
Ford's responsibility,” said the 
Judge in denying the defense plea 
to strike out most of it.

MOSCOW, March 28.—Declaring 
the Nanking bombardment 
was a provocative act on the part 
of English and American imperial 
ists, the Executive Committee of 


the Commu.iist International has 
issued a call to “all oppressed pev- 
ples to unite in »rotest against the 
new criminal war in China.” 

The call asks that the with- 
drawal of troops from Chinese t¢r 
ritory be demanded and that “the 
murderous characters of the new 
war” be exposed. 

The Nanking ultimatum and tre 
military preparations at Shanghai 
are alleged to indicate that fur 
ther criminal plans are being pre- 
pared. The call declares that En- 
giand has abandoned the language 
of diplomacy in the South Yanztze 
and is speaking in the language of 
gg -ns. 

The United States, the call says, 
beretofore posing as the friend of 
the national movements, has 


has disclosed its military leadccr- 
ship in an affair of mass slaughter 
and the burning and despoiling of 
(Chinese towns.” nae 
England and America have be- 


serts, and “the falsehood” that 
troops were sent to protect thé 
fore’gners, their wives and fami- 
lies, now has been exposed. The 
purpose of sending the troops, it is

PHYSICIAN'S WIFE DROWNED, 
CORONER’S JURY DECLARES 


No Marks of Violence on Body of 
Mrs. Gladys W. Houck at 
Washington.

WASHINGTON, March ?28.—A 
Coroner’s jury today decided that 
Mrs. Gladys W. Houck, wife of a 
former psychiatrist at St. Eliza- 
beth’s H@spital here, died “by 
drowning in an unknown manner.” 
District Attorney Gordon said he 
had not decided whether to present 
the case to a grand jury. 

Mrs. Houck’s body was found 
foalting in the Potomac last week 
after she had been missing since 
Dec. 15, Her husband, Dr. Knute 
Houck, held for investigation at 
Albany, Ore., was not brought here 
for the inquest. Two days after 
her disappearance he was found 
wandering about Hornell, N.Y., in 
a highly nervous’ condition. die 
was returned to Washington, where 
fe was under treatment for several 
months. No marks of violence 
were found on Mrs. Houck’s body.

United States destroyers are tak- 
ing up stations at Amoy, Swatow 
and Foochow, while the United 
States Consul at Cheefo has asked 
for similar protection. \ 

Leaflets and handbills passed 
about today by agitators in Shang- 
hai fix responsibility for the Nan- 
king incident on the British and 
make no mention of Americans, A 
boycott of British goods and 
calling out of all emploves of 
Britishers are among reprisals ad- 
vocated by the agitators. 

Growing antiforeign feeling was 
noticeable today in the native dis- 
tricts, where llationalist soldiers 
and others made speeches de- 
nouncing foreigners, particularly 
the British. 

Gen, Pai Gives Warning. 

Gen, Pai Ching-hsi, Cantonese 
commander, speaking at a demon- 
stration in the native city yester- 
day, found it necessary to warn 
that it would be useless to make 
unnecessary sacrifices—meaning an 
attempt to take the international 
settlement by force. He assured 
the Chinese that the Nationalist 
Government could be depended on 
to do everything in its power to 
get back the concessions. 

A mass meeting 1n the. Chapel 
district yesterday under the aus- 
pices of the General Labor Union 
adopted resolutions urging an in- 
tensified boycott against the Brit- 
ish and maintenance of armed 
pickets fo; the purpose of ‘‘clear- 
ing out Imperialists’” and demand- 
ed immediate retrocession of the 
foreign settlements, as. well as 
avenging of the shelling of Nan- 
king. 

Last evening a military 
brought 40 refugees from Hang- 
chow and Kashing, while others 
came from Foochow. Refugees ar- 
riving here say reports are cir- 
culated among the Chinese that 
900.000 natives were killed when 
American and British warships 
opened fire at Nanking Thursday. 

The barriers of the internation- 
al settlement here are being 
strengthened. Brigadier General 
Smedley D. Butler, commanding 
the American marines, inspected 
the defenses yesterday in company 
with the British commander, 
Major-General Duncan. 

Attack “Under Cfficial Control.” 

That the Cantonese attack at 
Nanking, 
the warships, was premeditated 
and was led by persons familiar 
with the foreign interests in the 
city, is the belief of Americans, 
most of them missionaries, who 
reached Shanghai aboard the Amer- 
ican destroyer William B. Preston.

Warships Long Under Fire. 


With the arrival of the William 
B. Preston, Shanghai received the 
first detailed account of how the 
American naval forces prevented 
an even more serious turn in the 
situation at Nanking. For hours 
Thursday. before the bombardment 
was decided on, the Preston and 
the Noa were subjected to an al- 
most continuous fire from the Can- 
tonese shore. They refrained from 
replying, however, fearing that such 
action might have disastrous re- 
sults. 


Only when the lives of the for- 
eigners on Socony ill were sert- 
Ously threatened, did they let loose 
their guns and release landing par- 
ties. 

An immediate effect was noted. 
Not only did the soldiers retreat 
from Socony Hill, but bugles were 
heard, apparently calling upon the 
soldiers to cease looting, and later 
posters appeared announcing that 
further looting would be punished 
by decapitation. 


Foreign witnesses of the bom- 
bardment estimate that the Chinese 
suffered from 40 to 100 casualties 
in both killed and wounded. 


Refugees said the reason Gin- 
ling College, which is a large 
American-conducted girls’ school 
at Nanking. was spared wab that 
one of the students had a Brother 
in the Southern army who, imme- 
diately upon reaching Nanking. 
took a detachment of troops and 
stood guard over the college. The 
American women teachers there 
were thus spared the indignities 
which other women suffered.

This does not mean, of cours 
that the exceedingly fat person 
Goes prot bave obvious disadv-: 
tages. Among these are her ©! 
oozing skin, with its sma!l blocd 
vessels swollen ag though ready to 
burst. Such a person needs to gt 
rid of some of her fat, but. s)i 
rums much risk if she attempts 
without careful. persona! m-«' 
guidance. The skin of the exe-«ed 
ingly fat person is easily suscept 
to inflammation and superf.cia' 
fection. 

While real overweight is cer- 
tainly a disadvantage not only ‘tc 
looks, but to heaith, before re- 
ducing an attempt should be mads 
to determine the norma] weight of 
the individual, and the reduction 
of weight should not be carried 
much below that point. Too rapid 
and ill-advised reduction is also 
dangerous. The skin in such cases 
loses some of its resistance to dis- 
ease and stubborn infections may 
occur. When reduction of weight !s 
undertaken in middle life it has to 
be done very gradually. in order 
not to show marked effects on the 

appearance of the skin. The loss of 
only a few pounds will frequently 
make the skin of the face wrinkled 
and baggy.

far or ig carrfed out too rapidly 
this effect is also seen in the 
hands. Their skin becomes loose 
and the loss of some of the sma! 
amount of fat underne: all 
the veins of the back of the hands 
to cause an unsightly appearance 
by their prominence and 
Frequently in such cases t 
takes on an anemic look, hea!
